and advice given upon this matter, 
o helpful as an hour from time to 
time spent amongst these old favourites, and a few 


notes taken of such varieties which may appeal to the 


reader, e.g., the position in the border, height, colour 
of flower, and date in bloom. 


During dry weather the plants must not be allowed 
to suffer from want of moisture. Frequent applications 
of weak manure water greatly improves the quality of 
the bloom. Also staking, a necessary evil, must be 
attended to in order to prevent the growths from damage 
by strong winds and heavy rains. 


There are several ways of increasing the stocks of 
these plants, viz., by seed, cuttings, and divisions of 
the roots during the planting season. The latter course 
is the best for any one without the necessary conveni- 


ences for rearing cuttings or raising seed.
